Des  Renford  is  still  rated  amongst 
the  world's  greatest  endurance 
swimmers.

Des 
was  later  to  swim  in  the  60  km  Murray

hours.  He  flipped  off  40  laps  across 
Bondi  Beach  and  later50  laps  to  estab¬ 
lish  a  covering  distance  record  of  14 
hours  38  minutes. 

His  marathon  swim  calls  have  taken 
him  to  races  in  Canada,  America, 
Holland  and  England.  He's  got  a  record 
in  the  cold  Derwent  River  for 40  km  — 
10  hours  54  minutes  which  brings 
shivers  to  his  challengers. 

His  first  English  Channel  swim  was 
in  1970.  He's  chalked  up  19  times  in  all. 
Des  became  the  "King  of  the  Channel" 
when  he  swam  it  three  times  in  a 
month  in  1970! 

Bravery  awards  have  come  his  way 
but  he  doesn't  want  to  talk  about  them. 
He's  a  very  retiring  man.  Won  the 
Sportsman  of  the  Year  in  1975. 

Des  has  a  heart  as  big  as  his  swim¬ 
ming  efforts  —  he's  a  tireless  worker 
for  charity,  a  very  self-effacing  man. 
His  gentle  manner  endears  him  to  his 
many  friends.  One  of  his  really  great 
mates  is  committeeman  Norman 
Rogers. 

Des  is  a  really  happy  family  man.  His 
lovely  wife  and  son  Murphy  seem  to  be 
always  around  to  add  that  bit  of  balm 
to  dad  when  he  sets  off  on  a  big  swim.
